THE TELEPHONE CASE. 


The American Union Wins the Suit Against 
the Bell Company. 


Judge Thayer this morning delivered a very 
important opinion in the case of the American 
Union Telegraph Company against the Bell 
Telephone Company. It willbe remembered 


that the Telegrap h Company triedto have a 
telephone put] in their office, 
but that the Telephoue Company 
retused. The opinion of the Court makes 
them putthetelephone in. Of course, this 
Suitis a small one so far as one telephone 
goes, but the same demand and the same re- 
fusai have been made in every cityinthecoun- 
try where the telephone company and the 
American Union have offices, and this decision 
will be used in ali tnese eases. 

Mr.jMeiville C. Day was complainant’s at- 
torney, the defendant being represented by 
Edmund T. Allen. Judge Thayer says: : 

The return alleges in substance that respond- 
enthas acquired the right to use the ‘‘ Electric 
Speaking Telephone,’’ under a license grant- 
edby the ‘*American Telegraph Company,’’ 
the owner of the patent for that invention. 

That by the terms otf its license it has no 
right toconnect its systemof wires with any 
telegraph company’s oflice, or permit any 
telegraph Company to become one of its sub- 
scribers. 

By reason of this provision of the contract 
between itseif and theowner of the patent,res- 
pondent contends that it can not be compelled 
to piace a telephone in the office of the ‘* Amer- 
ican Union Telegraph Company.’’ Alithe 
questions that have been discussed onthe 
healing of the present motion eventually re 


merits of such defense. 

The contract prescribed by the patentee for 
use as betweenthe respondent und its su'- 
scribers in the city of s5t. Louis very carefuily 


spondent’s patrons may lawfully make of the 
telephone instrument committed to their 
charge. Among other things it is provided 
that respondent’s patrons snall not use the 
telephone for ‘‘transmitting messages for 
which any tollis paidto any one but the re- 
spondent, nor for transmjtting market quota- 
ticns or news tor sale or pholication.’’ 

In general termsit may be said that the 
subscribers to the Telephone Exchange of St. 
Louis can only use the instrument tor hold- 
ing personal oral communication with other 
subscribers. Thusfar itis evident that tne 
conditions of use prescribed by the patentee 
ofthe telephone affect all claims ot eitizens 
and corporations alike. There is no unju-t or 
untair discrimination, and it may well ve thut 
the patentce, having the right to grantthe ex- 
clusive or partial use of the invention, might 
lawfully prescribe such conditions. 

This, however, isa question that need not 
be determived in this proceeding. But the 
contre ct in question further provides that the 
respondent (the Bell Telephone Uo. of Mis- 
sourl) shall not connect any of its offices 
‘‘with any telegraph company’s office or 
line,’’ and that ‘**no telegraph vompany can 
be asubscriber’’ to respondent’s system of 
exchange. 

In other words, acorporation created under 
the Jaws of this State and endowed with large 
privileges, among others with the right to ap- 
propriate private property (presumptively on 
the theory that sach acorporation is a public 
servant), is compelled by the natural opera- 
tion ot this provision ot the contract to with- 
bold facilities for the transaction of business 
from One class of citizens which it accords to 
others. In my judgment this clause of the 
contract is indefensible when calied in ques- 
tion by any person or corporation injuriously 
affected thereby. In so far as the contract be- 
tween the respondent and patentee compels 
the former to discriminate against one class of 
its would-be customers, and to deny them the 
same privileges and service which it accords 
to others, the contract is invalid. 
Notwithstending the argument of respond- 


ent’s counsel, I fail to see how the conclusion 


above stated can possibly deprive an invent- 


or of any of the privileges intended to be se- 
cured to him by letters patent. The right of. 


a patentee to grant an exclusive or restricted 


license to use the invention still remains.

A QUESTION IN DISPUTE. 


Has the Cairo Narrow Gauge a Right of 
Pt) Way Through East st. Louis? 


On the morning of the 30th of September, 


‘Mayor Joyce was intormed that the Cairo and 


St. Lou's (Narrow Gauge) Railroad Comp&ny 


were driving piles and otherwise making 
preparations to run their cars 
across Vaughan’s Dyke and several 
prominent streets in East St. Louis, in order 
to reach the ground on the river tront which 
they have purchased from the Wiggins’ Ferry 
Co., and upon which they propose erecting a 
freightdepot. Formerly the road crossed Ua- 
hokia Creek on a trestle, and came in on Sec- 
ond street. The Company was allowed the 
wv of using Second street, only tempo- 
relily 

The company which was making prepara- 
tions forthus obstructing some of the princi- 
pal thoroughfares of East St. Louis never ob- 
tained any permission from the city authori- 
ties, and, therefore, the Mayor felt constratn- 
ed toissue instructions to City Marsbal Ren- 
thaw to the effect that the company was 
violating a city ordinance, and that he (the 
Marshal) should prevent at all hazards, 
wherever anda whenever it was attempted, any 
further movement made by the company 
towa) ds crossing the dyke. Tne Marshal was 
ulso. 6instructed to arrest and ros- 
ecute all persons who violated 
the city ordinance by obstructing any street in 
the city. Mayor Joyce atthe same time offi- 
cially notified Street Supervisor Uallessey to 
the sume effect as hehad the City Marshal 
ard added that if he should 
deem ic necessary he was authorized 
to cxtl vpon the whole police force of the city 
to estist bim ip preventing the Company from 


} picceeding. On Saturday last the Mayor te- 


ceived a letter from L. M. Johnson, General 
Manzger of the road, in which he said this im- 
provement to the road would enhance the 
valve of taxable property ofthe city and that 
in view of the expense that the road incurred 
he would ask the Mayor to withdraw his ob- 
jections. He further stated that it would not 
ia eny way icjure the dyke and that the com- 
pany would put itin better shape than itis at 
present and keép it so. 

ybvpe Mavor,in answer to this communica- 
tion, wrote Mr. Jc hpsonthat as executive 
oflicer of the city he had no authority to per- 
miteny corporation to obstruct the streets, 
and thut permission ofright of way through 
any of the thoroughfares in the city would 
have to be granted bythe City Council. Anu 
so the matter stands at present.

Daring 
the present large influx of visitors from the 
country the cicerones have been increased and 
every possibie facility given to make the es- 
tablishment a component part of the Fair, or 
rather a Fair by itself. 

A good many lessons may be learned from 
the phenomenal success ol Messrs. Motte & 
Specht, and with a view of stating just how 4 
busincss like thei:sis built up a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter called on Mr. Specht and chacteg 
with him tor: early an bouron ousiness meth- 
ods and getting on the world.

Supposing a 
man trusts to a peculiar advertisement 
under the hope of getting a buyer into his 
store and then selling him something else, he 
will be fooled eve1y time. Buyers Come in 
here, forinstance, and pull a paper out of 
their pockets. ‘I want to sec an $850 all- 
wool suit.’ Ifheis not shown it, and it is 
not what we represented it to be, no adver- 
tiscment, no representation would ever bring 
that man back here. He would simply class 
us as humbugs and decline to ve tooleu again. 
Now we take a peculiar way of getting our an- 
nouncements read, which has always veen 
successful. Wegive a persona clearcutidea 
of what we have to s@lland what wé want for 
it. If he comes here and pays tor it he will get 
just what we saidinthe first place we would 
give him, neither more noriless. Thatis what 
J understand by the word ‘business.’ ’’ 

‘*You bave a peculiar way of treating peo- 
rie in the stores, too, have you not?’’ 

‘*Pecuiiarinthis way: we don’t harass a 
person tobuy. Whenanyone enters the store, 
the floor-walker goes up and passes the time 
of day pleasantly. Ile then asks what he can 
do forthe visitor. If the lady or gentieman 
wishes to seethe place the floor-walker will! 
take them all overthe house and expliia every 
thing tothem, without asking them to buy, or 
witbout the vaguest expectation that they will 
buy anything. leis paid for that as his worx, 
and thatis how we insist on having our callers 
treated. If alady or gentlenian comesin asa 
purchaser, the floor- waiker will show them to 
the proper counter and call the proper sales- 
men to wait on them.,.’’ 

‘*And in buying?’’’ 

‘*The chief point about our system is to dis- 
courage the over zealof our clerks. If any 
misrepresentation is brought to our know- 
ledge, or to thatof the gentleman in charge of 
each department, the man who made it is dis- 
chergeda atonce. Our ideais to establish con- 
fidence and tosutaintbe credit we have al- 
ready achieved. I tell you it has a money 
va'ue to us.’”’ 

Mr. Specht wound up the conversation by 
showing the reporter cver the house, from the 
third floortotbe cellar. Up stairs is there- 
ceiving room and the merchant tailoring 
depaitment. Upon the second floor 
is displayed chiefly clothing, and on the first 
floor snoes and furnishing goods. Altogether 
there is now in ibe house a stock of $250,000 
worth of goods, and, as was said in the first 
part of this article, no one can have a fullidea 
of the business of St. Louis as itis without 
visiting this exponent of the clothing trade.

Poultry. 

Everything is yet confu-:ion in this depart- 
ment, but Capt. Bellaire, the well known 
riding teacher who is superintendent of the 
department, will have everything in ship- 
shape. Beyond any question this display 
will be the largest held since the Centennial. 
The games and bantams, especially the black- 


breasted reds, are particularly good. A 
pair of white Brahma giants from Illinois 
attract attention. The Buff Cochins and White 
Legborns are in good .form. There 
are not many pullets. There is one phenome- 
nal black Spanish cock,and a fine coop of 
Hamburgs. Steve Myers 1s atthe top of the 
list with bis white pile bantams. Black 
Cochims are good. The exhibit of ducks, 
turkess and geese is far above the average. 
Rabbits are few but good. A pair of Eoaglish 
ferrets a.tract attention. Col. Chas. Hunt, 
who is a conceced judge in these matters, has 
already purchased one pair. 
The Dog Show. 

The bench show of the St. Louis Kenne!) 
Club opens to-morrow. To-day Superin- 
tendent Lincoln was busy receiving dogs and 
assigning them to their kennels and compiet- 
ing arrangements for the exhibition, which 
promises to be the finest ever held in the 
country. Some extellent dogs that have 
never before metin the same bench will be 
exhibited here, commencing to-morrow. 
None but winning dogs will be entered for 
the special prizes. The judge for pointers 
will be Mr. K. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, Onio; 
for English and Irish setters, Mr.C. H.Turner, 
of St. Louis. and, for Gordon setters, E. C. 
Sterling, of St. Louis. The judges for span- 
iele, hounds and otber classes will be selected 
to-day. A visitor to the bench show this year 
will certainly receive the full value of the 
small admission price. Great interest is tak- 
en by ladies inthe Italian greyhounds, skye 
terriers, black-and-tans and spaniels, which 
will be exbibited. A beautiful pack +f fox 
hounds anda pair of English mustiffs, the 
first ever brought to this country, will be ex- 
hibited. 


Fine Art Department. 

The Art Department of the Fair is this year 
conducted on an entirely different plan from 
thatof any previous year. For several sea- 
sonsthe Fair Association has been at great 
expense to procure a suitable display of pic- 
tures of superior merit. The outlay for this 
purpose bas annuaily varied from $5,000 to 
$17,000. Inordertoregain some portion of 
this extra expense, it has been customary to 
charge an exira admittance fee of fifteen 
eents. This yearthe entire Art Department 
was placed in the handsof Mr. Hercules 
L. Dousman, who is admittedly the 
leading art connoisseur of St. Louis, and he 
was elected a member of the Association with- 
out being a steckholder. As is well knowa 
Mr. Dousman has in his own gallery in St. 
Louis sufficiert high class pictures to form an 


entire exhibition. Withonly a guarantee of 
$1,000 (which has since increased to $2,000) 
he weat to work end has by persistent effort 
and the free use of his own purse been able 
to gather together a general art exhibit,which 
will proveas pleasirg and instructive tothe 
public as any St. Louis has ever 
seen. In some respects it will 
exceed in general interest any previous 
efforts. The art gallery is eaolirely free to the 
public this year, and was, therefore, exceed- 
ingly well patronized this morning, although 
it was only children’s day. Visitors are re- 
quired to enter atthe west door of the hall 
and make their exit at the east door. Various 
prizes have been offered for oil paintings, for 
clay designs, for engravings, for water colors, 
for porcelain ss and for crayon pencil 
work, and the entries for the same have been 
quite satisfactory. The premiums offered 
vary froma blue ribbonto $100. The ar- 
rapgement of the coljlection this year 
is also essentially different from _ that 
of preceding years. Inthe eastroom of the 
departmentis grouped a loan exhibition, 
made almost exclusively by citizens of 8t. 
Louis. A majority of the pictures in this 
collection have never been seen before in this 
city. Mr. Dousman himself his a number of 
pictures here which have recently arrived 
from New York and from Europe and have 
never been unboxed, even at his own resi- 
dence. ltisimpossible in the limits of a 
newspaper article to make any extended 
mention ofthe pictures exhibited,or, indeed, 
ta.catalogue the names of the exhibitors. The 
average, indeed every spectator will see 
for himself what is there, and no amount of 
writing could induce him to do otherwise. 
There isa charming ‘*Morning Glory,’’ pot 
a flower picture, though, by Le Febvre, 
which is loaned by Dan Catlin. ‘**The Two 
Sisters’? isthe property of John O’Fallon. 
Avery effective sheep scene is by Shenck, 
and owned by Charlies Parsons. Erank L. 
Ridgeley bas several pietures on exhibition; 
among them is a dainty French landscape by 
Diaz. Gen. Jobn B. Henderson has con- 
tributed a magnificent merine view, entitied 
‘“‘Off Newport.’’?’ Fromthe parlors of John 
A. Scudder there is the “Cafe Pigale,” by 
Boldini. This 1s very smal), but itisa most 
exquisite effort of an habituaily exquisite ar- 
tist. The same citizen also shows a gem of 
Alvarez called “The First Born.”’ 
A Cinderelia by Jacquet is the most pleasing 
representation of that legendary personage 
yet exhibited in St. Louis. It 18a late im- 
portation by Mr. Dousman.

The Art Annex. 

The Art Annex has always been a thorn in 
the sige of the public. The general impres- 
sion is that when one pays admittance fee at 
the gates one pays to see all within those 
gates. But for several years the Fair man- 
agement have seen fit to make sideYshows 
within their grounds, and when of late years 


one pays at the gate he pays tosee only so 
much of the exhibition as thegrace of the 
management may allow. Inthe Art Annex 
are babitualjy grouped the best artistic ef- 
forts, butthe way tothemis barred by an 
extra admission fee. So this year tive magni- 
ficent efforts of the easel are put into this an- 
nex, and the cream of the exhibition cannot 
be seen by the public withoutan additional 
ten cents, 

The chef d’ocuvre of the annex this vear is 
a large picture by the well-known A. Vely, of 
Paris, representing a maiden seated at the 
foot of a motherly-looking old dame. Theold 
lady is reading from anjancient tome an East- 
ern tale of love. The progress of the story 
has thrown the girl iato a deep thinking, and 
in her young and innocent heart. has sudden- 
ly dawned the first dream of love. It is this 


S’Eveille,’’ or **The Heart Awakens.’’ This 
icture bas never been exbibi:ed in America 
fore. Indeed, it only bears date of 1880. 
It was shown at the last Paris Salon, and 
there won agrand medal. It1s a picture 
which hours will not do justice to. The 
student of art and the connvisseur can sit 
before it for days before aiscovering and ap- 
preciating its every beauty. ‘he expression 
of deep, lost thought upon the face of the giri 
is so beautifully tinged with a new-born, 
throbbing knowledge of what “‘love,” aad, 
indeed, the *‘whole world,’’ is, that it at- 
tracts the attention of the most ignorant and 
casual visitor and fastens his gaze, he knows 
not why. Itis a wonderful picture, and bears 
the mark of handiwork of one of the greatest 
painters of the century. It is needless to add 
that this pictute is valued at many thousand 
dollars. 

The otber pictures in the annex are: **The 
Roll Call] in the Reign of Terror,’’ an intense- 
ly realistic effort from the brush of Charles 
Louis Muller, showing the Revolutionary 
Tribunal, where the stern official is reading 
the death warrant to a fair voung damsel. 
This is an old picture, but it has never been 
seen in the West before. Right above the 
‘*Reign of Terror’’ is a charming nudefizure 
reclining on the dank banks of a tropical 
stream, and entitled ‘‘The Water Nymph.’’ 
Itis ty the celebrated Bray, and is a fair 
sample of his style. Upon the opposite side 
of the ball is ‘‘The Favorite of the Sultan,’’ 
by Constant, which is a _ beautiful 
piece of coloring. Right under 
this is ‘‘St. Anthony’s Temptation,” by 
Louis Leloir, a picture which is worth its 
many thousands and has a world-wide name. 
All of these annex pictures are really the 
property of Mr. Dousman, although in his 
general generosity to the public he would 
ofitimes feign not to know the fact, and cer- 
tainly be has never been known to admit the 
same to a newspaper man. 


Textile Department. 

By far the prettiest and most interesting 
department is the Textile,witb, perhaps, the 
possible exception of the Art Gallery. When 
lit up with the electric light the scene pre- 


sented will be magnificent, Standing at 
the entrance ove is immediately struck with 
the glitter of silverware and jewelry ofevery 
deseription. 

On the right are F. A. Durgin and Eugene 
Jaceard & Co., and on the Jeft Mermod, Jac- 
card & Co. Fine large plate glassjis in every 
window. The goods are artistically placed iu 
positions, Which set them ofi to the best ad- 
vantage. Thenthbere isthe grand display of 
dry goods and notions by Dodd, Brown 
& Co. and Scruggs, Vandervoort 
& Barney. The first show window of the lat- 
ier firm: is one of the prettiest points of the 
entire display. It fepresentsasnow scene, 
with merry old Chris Kringle enjoying a 
sleigh ride. Cedar trees, at each end, ure 
covered whth snow flakes, which almost 
obliterate their cheery green color, and 
the ground is pertectly white, except 
in tbree or four pleces, where an occasional 
sbrub breaks cut through its wintry cover- 
ing. Two large stuffed reindeers are speed- 
iog old Chris aiong, who sits cosily in his 
sleigh. looking the picture of merriment and 
enjosment. The old gentleman is warmly 
muffled up in furs of all colors, through which 
his ruddy face gleams a welcome and 
his black eyes sparkle with fun and jollity. 
The next windows are crowded with rich 
fursand dry goods. 

J. Kennard & Sons make a large display of 
carpets of all hues and texture and are lo- 
cated on each side of the southern entrance. 
Down the same side is met Trorlicht & 
Duncker, exhibitors of carpets, curtains, etc. 

They have double space, each room bein 
fitted up like a parlor, with grate, mantel an 
looking-glass. The walls are papered, and 
the ceiling covered with bright goods in keep- 
ing with the other adornments. Large pillars 
in, variecatedjcarpets support the sides. On 
the north side are L. Bauman & Co., jew- 
elers; M. J. Steinberg, hats and furs; 
Scruggs, Vandervoort and Barney, dry 
goods; U. Young & Sons,floral display. In the 
center are A. Mellier, fancy articles, and 
Crow, Hargadine & Co., dry goods. The cen- 
ter of the hall is prettily decorated with 
streamers. But the chiefattraction and the 
one which will invariably arrest 
attention is the grotto. The 
edges are de of cakes of earth covered 
with growing grass, and skirting the basin 
are flowers of every description. Wateris 
constantly running, and at times a fountain 

lays from a high precipice of rock in the 

ackground. From thisisland of rock 
a natural bridge spans the 
water, reaching to the main land, which is 
covered with vegetation. Trees and shrubs 
and ferns meet the eye on every hand; and 
when standingin the center. loooking up at 
the stalactites hanging from the gem-spangled 
roof and walls, one forgets the throng of ad- 
mirers surrounding him and is trans- 
ported in imagination to the wilds of 
the forest, and is seemingly in fairy land, sur- 
rounded by all the charms of an elfin glen. 
Each moment you expect to see some gnome 
orfairy appear and wave the mysterious 
wand, ordering the crowd to disperse. 

The annex to the Textile Hall is filled with 
the handiwork of ladies. There are 
mats and artificial flowers, tidies and all sorts 
of knick-knacks used to decorate the parlors 
mantels and what-nots. Picturesin wors 
worked by pupils of various schools are h 
up in every direction. The windows are set o 
with Indian feathers and plumes of all kinds. 
There are over 300 exh in this particu- 
lar department. One | sends a@ vase 
of cla) flowers, and a plate of 
luscious-looking fruit,so'artistically executed 
that the pliable wax looks temptingly natural.

fully fitted up the central portion of the 
end. An evening scere drop curtain covers 
the side of the ball, and immediately velow 
this is a tasty arrangem: nt of biack velvet and 
raw sitk. On the «north — side 
Isaacs and'Newcomb Bros., paper-hangers, 
have papered several small apartments with 
the wost costly styles and latest novelties 
in wall paper and borders. The east end is 
occupied by Burrell, Comstock & Co. and the 
Mitche)] Furniture Company, who make un 
excellent exhibitior. The arrangement of 
the furniture in the Burreil, Comstock & Co. 
division is especially tasty. On the southeast 
end the polytechnic schoolof the Washington 
Undversity has a display of the students’ work. 
pn show gases a number of bits, dyes, chucks, 
athes, et¢., are exposed, while the back of. 
the apartment 1s hung with well drawn me- 
chanical and oroamental crayons by 
the students. Story & Camp ex- 
hibit a variety of musical in- 
struments and Chickering, Fischer, 
Decker, Haines and Mathusek pianos. Stop- 
pelkamp & Homan havealarge exhibit of 
church furniture, etc.,on the south side. The 
exhibits of Pe'erson, chinaware; Mermod, 
Jaccard & Co., jewelry; Goodyear Rabber 
Company; Martin Lammert, furniture; G. 
B. Brecht, outchers’ too!s; Fairbanks scules; 
Mallincott. and Humphrey, clothing, and 
Guernsey & Jones, furniture,are neatiy gotten 
up and the most interesting fea'ure on the 
grounds. 


Geological. Chemical and Mineral Dea- 
partment. 


Probably the most interesting building on 
the grounds is the one which contains the 
Geological, Chemical and Minera] Depart- 
ment. Under this head are also classed wines, 
beer, fancy groceries, chemical apparatuses, 
paints and artists materials. Oae whole side 


of the building, which isabout 160 feet in 
length, is occupied by the geological, chemi- 
cal and minerai collections, and is underjthe 
supervision of Mr, M. 8S. Mepham. The 
mireral and geological exhibit 
is vastly superior toanv ever before dis- 
played. Beautiful specimens of various 
descriptions of quartz and gold, silver, cop- 
per, lead and iron ore from the territories are 
among the most interesiing objects. Another 
very attractive feature of this department is 
one of the most extensive collections of curios- 
y in the Untted 
red specimens 
fire arms, some of which 
are - the most grotesque  pat- 
terns. Oid revolutionary fiint-lock muskets, 
huge scimeter-shaped swords, formidable- 
lookirg horse pisiols and daggers, bowie 
knives, stiletoes and poignards of every con- 
ceivabie description go to make up the as- 
sortment. Oneoftberelics noticed was a 
handsome sword which wascaptured froma 
British cflicer at the battle of New Orleans. 
There aie also ipnumerable souvenirs of tne 
late rebeliion. PWuliy 200 missiles of war are 
also comprised in this exhibit. They 
represent every grade of . projectile 
used since the battle of Cressy. Among oth- 
er interesting relics is a portion of the willow 
tree which grew over the grave of Napeileon 
at St. Helena. A very attractive exhibition to 
the lover of the curious is a large collection 
of weapens used by the natives of South 
Africa. It comprises curiously shaped jave- 
lins, warclubs with enormousiy knotted 
heads, and shields of peculiar make. One 
case contains 2 colilectid@@ of i uten- 
sils, implements, etc., used by 
the natives ot the west coast 
Africa, which was presented by J. Milton 
Turner, late American Minister to Liberia. 
One of the most instructive displays is that of 
relics of the Mound Builders and fossil re- 
mains. A pumber of old and war-frayed 
battle flaus are also included in this depart- 
ment. Another object worthy of note isa 
full rigged ship which was made by an old 
sailorin New Orleans during the late war, 
and afterits close presented to the South- 
ern Sanitary Fair, where it was raffled off for 
$1,000. 

A piece of the first submarine cable ever laid, 
the one between Calais and Dover in 1800, is 
alsoto be seenin one of the cases. E. UC. 
Drach exbibits a complete collection of Amer- 
icaa pennies from 1793, the first year they 
were coined, up tothe present. Also a fing 
assortenent of foreign and American coins 
and medals,and a complete set of United 
States fractional currencv, including those 
stamps known as ‘‘red-backs,’’ which are 
very scarce. There is also presented a varied 
collection of paints, pigments and ochre:. 


Mr. W. C. Keanerly exhibits a number of 
very old and fine paimtings which arrived 
from Mobile toolateto be placedin the ari 
collection. Alarge canvas by an unknown 
artist is a representation of St. Peter healing 
the sick. There are two portraits of race 
horses, by Troy, the celebrated equine por- 
trait painter. Amongthe others are a large 
portrait of the Duke of Marlborough, 
and a painting of the Nativity. 

As usual,the Budweiser display is the finest 
in thatclass. Besides the exhibit of various 
kinds and qualities of beers, there are to be 
seen samples of French, German, Spanish, 
ItaHan, Rbine and American wines. A very 
handsome appearance Is also made by the Ex- 
celsior Brewing Co, and an exceedingly at- 
tractive and extensive exhibit 1s made by W. 
J.Lemp. One of the most artistically ar- 
ranged exhibits is that of the American Wine 
Co. M. Poerscheil, Scherer & Co. andthe Home 
Bitters Company also make large displays of 
bumerous Vzrieties of native wines. A hanod- 
some exhibit of chemical apparatus is pre- 
sented by Theodore Kaibs & Co. Among the 
other exhibitsin this department are fancy 
soaps, canned fruits, perfumes and numer- 
ous other articles. 


Machinerv. 

Machinéry Hall is, as usual, completely 
filled. The walls are adorned with nuts, 
wrenches and small articles. Railroad ma- 
chinery is well represented, and plate-iron 
and steel is scattered about in profusion, but 
neatly arranged. The space outside re- 
served for machinery is tak&en up 
by engines,all of which are going. A number, 
however, are being put up and are not yet in 


readiness. The flooring inthe main hall is 
occupied by mill and other large machinery, 
all of which is in operation. 

The main shafting of the Machinery De- 
partment 1s 220 feet long, runs at 130 revolu- 
tions, and is 338-8-inch diameter. Two side 
lines of countershafting, together 240 feet 
long, run at 130 turns, and vary from 3 1-8 to 
21-4-inch diameter. 

The main line is 14, the side lines 131-2 
feet above the floor; the pulleys varv from 
10 to 40 inches diameter. A main steam pipe, 
tapering from 6-inch to 2-inch diameter,runs 
along the west wall of Machinery Hall, and is 
934 feetlong. A branch, 3-inch to 2-inch 
diameter, runs for 110 feet alongthe center 
columns. Both are supplied with numerous 
tees for cong branches. 

Machinery Hall is 248 feet long and 58 feet 
wide; is divided into 17 panels, each 141-2 
feetiong. Each panel is divided by two main 
aisles into an east, a west anda center sec- 
tion; the side sections are 10 feet, the center 
section 23 feet wide. The annex is 95 by 50 
mare panels 14 feet long, and sections 28 feet 
wide. > 

The display is good of wire rope, hoop 
iron, car, truck and tender wheels, blocks, 
pulleys, etc. Samples of wooden goods, 
mate by machinery, are hung up on the 
walls. 

Tbe Goodyear Rubber Co. exhibits a large 
assortment of rubber and leather used in 
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P. Tansey; Taylor Allen, superintendent. 


The Cotton Department. 
If a person were to judge the whole Fair 
by the condition cf the cotton exhibit to-day 
be would have to vote itafailure. Bat the 
fact is that the cotton department is uever in 
refdiness before Wednesday. It is under the 
eqntro] of the Cotton Exchange. They offer

this year. Although the cotton display is this 
morning incomplete, yet it canuot be said 
that the cotton Suilding is without is attrac- 
tiops. The structure is ofa cross shape. It 
bas been fitted up this year in a very novel, 
yet beautiful, way. The moment one enters 
be is balted by a most magnificent display of 
Veiled Prophet’s bunting. ‘The entire roof of 
the central portion is canopied with a protu3- 
ion of e¢abalistic and high-colered cotton 
bunticog. It is not beautiful, but it is 
sof the sind that catches the eye of the un- 
veiled novice. These dccorations are the 
handiwork of Mr. L. Cohen, who has spent 
several days in their make-up. In the parlor 
upon the rightisa carpet, tapestried win- 
dows, elegant furniture anda piano. Inthe 
left or west wing are the cotton samoles. 
From the entries made and the cotton which 
has already arrived, itis certain that the ex- 
hibit this year willbe a most praiseworthy 
one. It will not be so large 
asinsome previous years, butthe quality 
will be bigher cn an average. ‘The uwards in 
this department will be madeon Thursday 
by a committee appointed by the Cotton Ex- 
cbapnge. 


Produce Department. 

The first exhibit which attracts the visitor 
as he enters the building reserved for the de- 
Tartment containing fruits, jellies, tobacco, 
eic., is the magnificent display made 
by James G. Butler & Co., the tobacco mer- 
chants. At the end of a large show-case facing 
the entrance is animmense banner, depict- 
ing the entrance to the Veiled Prophets’ 
b2ll. A darkey, half enveloped in a bag of 
tobacco, siands on one side and, extend- 


ing his hands to a gentieman just 
approaching him, asks him if he has a ticket 
tur the ball. The gentiemam answers aflirma- 
tively, producing as his card of admission a 
gigantic plug of giltedge tobacco. On one 
side of a pyramidical frame on top of the case 
are severai boxes of tobacco arranged like 
an immense cross. On the other they are 
arranged in the form of a checker-board. At 
the rear are arranged 100 pails of Gilt Edge 
tobacco, arranged to form the words B. and 
T. On the top is a colossal plug of tobacco, 
twelve feet long. Over the tobacco piled on the 
case is an immense bucket five feetin height 
and eleven feet in circumference. This is 
surmounted by a pyramid of buckets which 
reaches almost to the rafters of the building. 
Over the whole are loosely thrown 
several sheaves of tobacco jeaf. 
In the show case are several baskets of fine- 
cut tobacco,and about twenty varieties of 
smoking tobacco. The new gold-colored 
stamp on the gilt edge tobacco was designed 
in New York, and took two 
months for its completion. At the rearofthe 
building isthe exnibit of the well-known 
eracker manufacturers, Dozier, Wey) & Co. 
‘There areseveral hundred boxes arranyed in 
the shape ofa pyramid and festooned with 
bunting. Forty-one feet of space iz occu- 
pied, and 350 varieties of crackers and cakes 
ure exhibited. 

The exhibitin front of thisis made by the 
Beef Canning Company. The display is a 
very creditable one and occupies a sort of 
pavilion which is tastefully and elaborately 
deecrated with the flags of all na- 
tions. Numerous varieties and qualities 
of starch are exhibited by George Fox. An 
extensive display of jellies and preserves is 
made in this department by Mrs. King. The 
Vienna Model Bakery makes a very creditable 
dispiay, as also do the City Flour Mills. 


A fine display of desiccated cocoanut is 
made by the Dunbam Manufacturing Com- 
pany. The cocoanut is preserved without 
sugar.

Clara Morris and Her Successfal En- 
gagement—Her Dread of Boston 
Critics—A New Story About 
Jolly Annie Lousie Cary. 


——— 


Special Correspondence to the Post-Dispateh. 
BosTON, September 29.— A _ decided 
event of the season is that when 
Clara Morris comestotown. It was buta 
short time ago—three years, I think—that this 
celebrated individual made her triumphal 
entry into the Hub, at the Boston Theater, as 
Camille. There wasavery big excitement 
over the matter, and equaily big houses. 
She herself hada bigscare. Soshe told me, 
at least. She was terribly afraid of Boston— 
‘so awfully critical and cold-blooded, you 
know.” And terribly anxious as to what im- 
pression she would make. If good, she con- 
sidered that “that would settle it.’’ If bad, 
she seemed to think that all her previous sue- 
cesses would go for literally nothing, and 
that she should utterly sink under such 
a blow. That was what she told me, 


but it must be remembered that it was in the 
course of an’ interview for a Boston daily, and 
possibly some of it wassaid for effect. Very 
possibly, indeed, I should think. 

It may have been very true, as her devoted 
Mr. Clara Morris said? that he didn’t go to 
sleep the night after her first appearance here 
till the morning papers bad been brought in. 
You know we have such exceedingly caustic 
and unterrified dramatic crities here! 

It was doubtless true enough that she re- 
mained in bed, without saying aloud word, 
from the time she arrived in Boston till she 
left it to go on the stage, for that is the ordi- 
nary routine of life of this verv problematical 

I remember asking her husband 

could let her remain 

in such a terribly trying life when she 

was so iil all the time, and he said 

that though she wes ill on the stage, she 

eouldn’t possibly live off it, and that when 

she was at home for % few weeks at any time 

she had such dreadful spells of nervousness 
and hysteria. 

I wonder woether ske takes her mediciue 
on the stage now as she used todo. it was 
just a bit comical, and no mistake! I haven’t 
seen her yet in thistwo weeks’ engagement 
at the Park, where she is drawing the very 
biggest kinds of houses, cramming that de- 
lightful Jittle theater as full of people as it 
ean possibly hold. Last week she played 
Cora in ‘‘Article 47,’? and this week she is 
playing Alixe. 

It may be suppoged that the iady’s extreme 
anxiety to please Boston has somewhat mod- 
erated since her first visit here. Orit may have 
increased, perhaps. The former, if her ill- 
ness of a week ago Monday night was a whim 
onty, for Boston badly hates to he 
disappointed, and Boston turned 
out en masse on that openimg night 
of her Park engagement. We went with the 
rest, 2nd onj arriving at the theater were 
considerably discomposed to see one throng 
of pecple coming out as another poured in. 
**Such a crowd of people that can’t get 
seats,’? We commented, and began to think 
our own chances decidedly small. Instead of 
which, it was immediately explained to us 
by the rather unhappy agent that ‘* Miss 
Morrisis sickand can’t piay. And a nine 
hundred dollar Bouse is going straight across 
the street to the Giob3! Something that 
never happened before in the history of this 
theater.’’ 

And that is true enouch, for if ever a thea- 
ter deserved the regard of a never-disap- 
pointed public, itis the Park. However, as [ 
said, Miss Morris appeared on Tuesday nights, 
and hesn’t failed sinec:. 

Eve:vbody didn’t go to the Globe that 
night, though. As mavy as could get into the 
cosy litile Gaiety went there, Where there wis 
quite an ovation that night. every ceat, even 
in the balcony, being filled by “our best peo- 
pic.’* It wasonly by special courtesy that we 
obtained seats at all, amd ihat Was at an un- 
prececdented distance from the stage. The 
occasion was the first appearance as Miznon- 
ette in **Chimes of Normandy” of Mrs. H. 
E. H. Carter, a very brigat, black-eyed local 
celebrity of cur own, in acompany mide up 
principally of Boston favorites, with Vir. Hen- 
rv Peakes in his really wonderful assumption 
of Gaspard, the Miser. 

Lite Mrs. Carter madea very bright and 
pleasing Miynonette, certuiniy, and she is 
sure to make a big bit wherever she plays it, 
for her acting and singing are cqtrally good. I 
had ro ides =be was such an actress, nor that 
she could flirt sodelightfuliy on the stage. 
She was quite smothered in flowers, and 
among her mest enibusisstic admirers 
Were Many members of the profession, 
who were scattered through the houze. 
That term, Dy-the-way, is afar more inclus- 
ive one thau it ever used to be. Whata mul- 
titude of sins innocent **‘Pinafore’’ will have 
to answer for, if topo on the stage be a sin! 
For what numberless companies, half ama- 
teur, half professiona', were formed for the 
performai.ce of that jolly bit of nonsense, 


and hew few of them have considered them- | 


selves justified iu disbanding since cneimm:- 
Giate cause of iheirc forming h:s “played.” 
The glamour of the ¢footlights is upon them, 
tempereu tw the mld gieam of unwonted re- 

weéctabili‘y, which the ‘‘Piasfore’’ rage shed 


-7ypon all who sang in it,and which still pro- 


tects them fromthe opprobrium that would, 
five years ago, have bien more or Icss show- 
ered uponthem. In fact, itis decidedly the 
fashion for young people who can sing a note 
to belong to some lizht opera company, either 
rivate, and the latter generaily 
graduate into the former. 

The Germaine of the play as given by 
the company of which [’ve been spzakinz is 
taken by Mrs. Flora Barry, another Boston 
favorite, but whom I certainly never saw to 
such pocr advantage before. She is charm- 
ing in concert, but she is very far from being 
an actress, and bas no tact at all in dressing. 
Instead of appearing any more youthful toan 
she is, she actually looks a great deal older— 
which, for the character, is an unquestioned 
misfortune. Butshedoes sing beautifully. 
In her arias, her superb contralto voice was 
displayed to fizest effect. 

Idon’t think it is genera'ly known that 
Mrs. Bir r,’s voice came very near to extin- 

uishing the Mreniticent one of Auntie Louise 

aiy’s. Shis world-famed contralto wasa

Where the Clay is Found and How the 
Ware is Made. 
Pesaro (Italy) Correspondence New York Pos?.

Ittreatsof ail the 
old methodsy the kind of clay, when aud how 
itisto be collected, the composition of the 
Various colors to be used, the fourm of brush- 
es and the construction of the furnace. 

The ciay for the fine majolica is deposited 
by the rivers of the country of majolica—the 
Metuaro. the Fogiio, the lsauro—and itis 
usually gathered in the rain or after the great 
storms which wash down the naked goil of 
the Apennines to tbe river beds. A most 
amusing aud quaintold print accompanies 
Piccolpasso’s treatise, and representsa hill 
country with towers and casties and a rapid 
river- bed under a pouring rain; the banks in 
layers of mud Jike the banks of the Nile, in 
cubve-like deposits of fine sol, and aclay- 
digger joading a donkey. Another picture 
represents a high set, castellated town, under 
a great-faced tun which tills up the whole 
shy—a graphic expression of his sweltering 
mejesty—baking the clay. Naked clay-dig- 
vers toil on the wiver’s bank. 

When toe rain fadls upon the Apenines and 
swells the yiyers with a turbid flood, the 
lighter pari of the Washings offhe bills set- 
tles at the sides of the rivers, an‘lis left one 
or two feet high, asoft red and gray clay. It 
is so fine und soft that it suggests manipula- 
tion, andinvitestho plastic hand. Cover- 
ing thisclay, when moulded, with a white 
and vitrifiable composition, we have the 
various majolicas of Italy—either made from 
the finer cluy of the rivers, or dug out of 
cave deposits; and Pesare produces the col}- 
ors Which adorn her majolica. A majolica 
painter of Pesaroinformed me that he re- 
lied chiefly upon the colorsj,of Pesaro, as 
seither German nor Freneh colors equaled 
and brilliancy those of Pesaro. In every 
serse the mujolica of Italy % wholly in- 
digenous tuit. 

Nothiug is now lacking to Italy for the most 
brijiiant success 10 this revived art but per- 
sonal taients and taste, and the employment 
of artists for the decorative part of her ma- 
jolica, It were toomuch to expect another 
Lucca delia Robbiaand a Maestro Giorgio, or 
@ Fontana. Precious things are not repeated, 
they are only imitated. But if great genius 
in art is the spriag of our best interest in and 
Jove for it, the ways of our life may be re- 
freshed and graced by the streams which the 
springs of genius have fed. And it 1s our 
businessas part of the moral body of our 
timie—vart of the artistic life of our time —to 
arise the character of our industries and im- 
ety and enrich the expression of the arts 
of ilfe. ; 


Alexander Hamilton’s Memory.

Speaking of Uamilton, I may add that his 
eon, Jobn C. Hamilten, who is now past four 
score, pas proposed to erect a statue of the 
eminent siatesman, which will bs placed 
amorg the dignitaries of the Central Park. 
Itis not generally Known that the house 
which Hamilton buiit and occupied during 
the last part of his iife is stili standing and 
isin good condition. Hamilton called it 
‘tthe Grange,’’ and it was then his cguntry 
seat, but at present itis within the city pre- 
cincts. He left this house on the morning of 
the duel (July 10, 1804), and before 8 o’clock 
had received the fatal wound. The house in 
which he died is aiso still standing. It was 
at that time occupied by a friend, and the 
dying man was carried thither for conveni- 
ence of medical treatment, but in two days he 
wasa corpse. Hamilton’s funeral was the 
most impressive this city has ever witnessed 
with the single exception of the obsequies of 
Linceln, and minute guns were fired duriog 
the march of the procession. The great

TYPHOID FEV 


How the Disease is Ge erated and 
Transmitted in Cities. 
From the New York 8. 


At this time of the year the aumber of cases 
of typhoid fever in this city always: increases. 
This yeat is proving to be no exéeption to this 
rule. Every succeeding year, nevertheless, 
has brought a decreased number of cases, and 
this has been attributed by the Board of 
Health tothe sanitary measures that have 
been so effectively enforced. Itisonlya few 
years ago, comparatively speaking, that there 
were a great many wells in this ~~ Tais 
source of water supply was found to be a very 
— cause of typhoid fever, andthe wells 

ave gradually but surely been filled up and 
fallen into disuse. They became contaminat- 
ed by organic matter and polluted by the 
washings from cesspools and insecure drains. 
The Sanitary Inspectors followed up eases of 
typhoid fever to these wells, and one afver 
anotker they were rapidly closed. 

Besides the contaminated wells. it was 
found that defective sewers and faulty plumb- 
ing w ere causing outbreaks of typhoid fever. 
As sanitary measures became better under- 
stood, traps began to be widely employed to 
protect the inmates of houses from noxious 
gases generated in the sewers. The prin- 
ciple of the trap is generaliy understood by 
the public. Ithas been found difficuit for 


these gases to pass through water, andif they | 


do they are deprived of their poisonous char- 
actewistics. Many devices have been invented 
to preventthe traps beiag emptied, either by 
suction, siphoning or any other means. The 
Board of Health reached the conclusion long 
ago that ventilation of traps alone was a pre- 
vextive of their being emptied unintentionally. 
The policy of the department, therefore, has 
been thoroughly to accomplish this much-to- 
be- desired end by extending the soil.pipe at 
full calibreto and through the roof of a 
house and properly connecting this pipe with 
every branch waste-pipe. The Sanitary In- 
spectors were instructed to Laake inspections 
from house to house, and order the plumbing 
to be properly-trapped and ventilated. This 
course has led to a very gaeat diminution in 
the number of cases of typhoid fever in this 
cil¥. 

As any accumulation of organic matter in 
the celiar, or neara dwelling or tenement, 
has been found to be a cause of typhoid 
fever, Commissioner Janeway has givena 
standing order that the premises in each case 
reported shall be thoroughly disinfected. 
This has often been the means Of limiting the 
number of cases wherever an Outbreak has 
occurred. A few weeks ago Inspector Tracy 
investigated the causes of an outbreak of 
typhoia fever in the lower partof West 
street, and discevered several facts of exceed- 
ing interest to the medical profession and the 
pubiic. The sewerage inthis part of West 
sireet is through open troughs, or gutters, 
jeadinpg along the sides of the street. Oae 
case Was thai of asaloon-Keeper, who had 
been a very heaithy man until this attack of 
disease. He bad been im the habit of sitting 
on the edgeof the sidewalk hear the gutter. 
He would tilt his chair agaiutta lamp -post 
and read the newspaper bere for several 
hours atatime. He was attacked witha 
cbul. Fever and great prostration followed, 
and he died in about three ‘weeks, after 
exbibdiiing all the symptoms of 
typhoid fover. A short distance 
further Cown the street there was 
an cutbresak of tyvnoid fever under very sim- 
ilar circumstances. One after unother wa; 
prostrated, until four persons became victims 
of that disense. On careful investigation is 
was found that the waste-pipes: leading from 
the sinks in all of these Cases had bezome 
beavily couted With grease. This grease ac- 
cumulated in considerable quantities. This 
decayed and seut forth a foul, noxious odor 
which at first were thought to have been a 
factor in inducing these cases of typhoid 
fever, were icund to be quite cleanly, 
that pervaded the houses. As the gutters 
it was believed that these cases were induce; 
by the foul emanations from the grease-lined 
waste-pipes. Other cases were investigated 
with similar conditions, and 1% has seemed 
Clear thatthe decaying grease adhering to 
waste-pipes from kiichen sinks, especially 
those of saloons and boarding-houses, may 
be a cause of an outbreak of typhoid fever. 
‘The remedy tor this condition of things is ex- 
ceedingly simple. If a strong solution of 
caustic potash or soda be made with hot water, 
and this be poured down the foal waste-pipe, 
it can be thoroughly cleansed of the accumu- 
lation of grease. This, to be effective in pre- 
venting disease, should be done several tiaaes 
every year, or a8 often as any foul odors are 
noticed escaping from the sink-hole, 


THE MORAVIANS. 


A Scct that is Increasing inthis Coun- 
try—An Interesting People. 
From the New York Tines. 


The sect know as the Moravians, called also, 
Usited Brethren and Moravian Brothers, is 
said to have considerably increased in this 
country, mainly by immigration, within ths 
last filteen years. They make, as a rule, ex: 
cellent citizens, being intelligent, industriou:, 
orderly, and noted for thrift. They are 
remarkably bonest and conscientious, and, 
though clanoish and exclusive, are geverally 
welcomed in any community where they set- 
tle. They trace their origin tothe fol!owers 
of Jobn Huss, persecuted and expelled from 
Bohemia and Moravia at the begianigg of tae 
last century. A very small company of 
them—they numbered only ten persons 
at first—received permission from 
Count Z.nzendorf.in 1722 to settle on his estate 
of Berthelsdorf, in Saxony. (‘hey named 
the settiement Herrnhut, whence they are 
commonly known throughout Germany as 
Herrphuters. They rapidiy creased, not 
enly through accessions of native refugees, 
but of other Christians, attractem by their de- 
served reputation for piety and faith. Until 
Zinzendori’s death (1760), he wap their leader, 
but, after that, their organization was com- 
pleted by tyncds beid in 1764 an@ 1769. Thoy 
profess to be connected with the Bohemian or 
Morsvian brethren of former times by a reg- 
ular succession of bishops, who, however, 
exercise no episcopal authority, their princi- 
paj and exclusive function being tha’ of ordi- 
nation. Every congregation is governed by a 
conference of elders, who are obdiiged to visit 
each fainily once in three months, and to giye 
information abontthe maintenance of relig- 
ious worship and the behavior of the breth- 
ren. ltistheir duty, likewise,to visit the 
sick and poor, and aid them, if needed, with 
money contributed by the society. The gov- 
ernmg synods meet always in Germany, at 
intervals of ten or \welve years, and are com- 
posed of Brominens members of the laity 
as wellas of bishops. Altho scattered to 
some extent amongthe general population of 
the lands where they dwell, they prefer, when 
practicable, to live in colonies or te 80- 
cieties. These they divide into choirs of chil- 
dren, youths, maidens, u d-bretbren, 
unmarricd sisters, widows agd widowers, 
each having a separate leader or pastor. They 
are most numerous in Gernit nas oot 
exist in Eagland, Holl mi the U 
‘States.

In the preparation and arrangements for 
the burial, let as little time and money us 
possible be expended by showy surroundings. 
The less of these things the better> Have 
only enough show for proper respect, for 
public decorum and socail respect. Weare 
getting to mingle adversity and prosperity 
together, and are getting to be unable to dis- 
tinguish the moral difference. We are now 
hardly able to distmguishb between a funeral 
anda wedding. Atfuneralsthe tendency is 
toward extravagance and pride, and, asa 
consequence, toward vice and the meanest 
foliy. Funerals are devenerating into the 
most seitish, expensive, meaningless services. 
As the vulgar expression is, they are simply 
ceremonies to give the dead “ta good send= 
off..? The coffin is covered wi tinsel 
and finery totally out of place, 
considering the surroundings of the 
deceased when alive, man 
will spend $50 for carriage hire at the 
fureralefbis wife, when he never spenta 
dollar on riding fur her when alive. Ata 
great deal of sacrifice a husband will bduya 
profusion of cestly flowers fer the decoration 
of his wife’s coffin aud grave when he never 
bought a pot plant for ths brightaing of her 
chamber auring years of sickness and suffer- 
ing. If possibie, the funeral should be ona 
day other than the Sabbath, soas not to inter- 
fere wilh the pastor’s regular duties at stated 
services. A vizorous protest against the too 
fiecue@mt and very often disgusting habit of 
public leave-taking of the bedy was imade. 
The leave-takinug of our beloved dead should 
always be made in private, and not beforea 
crowd of idie, curious and unsympathizing 
spectators. All the funeral ceremonies 
should be simple, vut strikingly symbolical. 
A simple piece of crape onthe door or worn 
on the person 1s sufficient *to deuote death in 
the family. 


Tattooing a Child’s Kye-Ball. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


An ingenious aud skilful operation was 
poriormed upon a litile girl, yesverday afcer- 
noon, at St. Joa: ph’s lLofirmary. Tae chiid 
bad previously suffered from am attack of 
whati» tcchnically termed ‘‘ulcerative ker- 
atitis,”? in other words, an ulceration of the 
transparent portion «f the eye-bail. Tais 
ii fammation and u!ceration having subsiled 
there was left of course, wWuat always f liows, 
ascer. This souriu the corneris opaque and 
of u milky color, and interferes with tae vis- 
ion by obstructing the rays of light as they 
pass into the eye, and at the same time pro- 
duces an objectionable deformity which no 
one Wishesto have. Theobjectsto be secured 
by the operation were two-fold: First, to 
remove the deformi:y; second, torestore the 
vision to the affeciedeye. The first object was 
the one sovzhbt in yesterdav’s operation. Tha 
child was put under the isflueace of an anw;- 
thi tic, and then, a drop of ink being placed 
upon tbis spot, the operatcr made an innu- 
merable number of incisions into it with a 
needle-knife, that is to say, by a process of 
tattooing, colored this white spot black. This 
eccures the first object; the second remains 
to be secured by avother operation, because 
the cbstruction siiil remains, though, being 
of the color of the pupil or theiris, is not dis- 
tinguishable by any but a close ovoserver. 

Their, or colored curtain which hangs 
oehind the transparent portion of the globe, 
and which gives the heavenly blue, or the 
cold gray, or the passionate black eye, ac- 

cordivyg as to how nature wishes to color it, 
has a circular aperture for the admission of 
ravs of light, aud, as this opacity of the cor- 
nealainitront of that apervure, excluding 
thoseravs cf iight, theres remains but one 
thing to do, and that is to make another open- 
ing in that curtain, or extend the one already 
there. Ifitisimpossible to go through an 
obstruction or to remove it, then the simplest 
thing, of course, isto gcfaround it. This is 
what 1s done by this operation of cutting out 
a portion of the iris, whichis called ‘“‘iridec- 
tomy.’’ This piece of the iris is usually taken 
cut just above the pupil, for the reason that 
it is less noticeable in thatsituation than any 
other. ‘he creait of reviving this operation 
of tattooing is due to M. de Wecker, though 
the operation was performed at a very remote 
date. Toa Mr. Higgins, of Guy’s Hospital, 
London, is Que the credit of completing the 
operation at one sittting. These are some 
of the achievements of modern surgery, for, 
though practiced in earlier days, these oper- 
ations were not made so skillfully as nowanod 
were abandoned on account of the indifferent 
—e obtained by those who performed 
em.

The whole body is 
paralyzed, and itis not expected that it will 
recover from this, which is the second attack 
it has already had. The buffalo bull which 
recently gored its keeper is still vicious, and 
the less visitors attempt to disturb him the 
better it will befor those who venture too 
near the inciosure. Three American Indian 
Nation thers born five weeks ago at the 
garden have been added to the cage in the de- 
partment containing the cat kind. A very 
pretty gazelle and two yaks have been added 
to the collection. ,

THE AILANTHUS SILKWORM. 


America to Rival Ohina inthe Pro- 
duction of Silk. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


There are two errors wideiy prevalent 
which need correction. The firstis thatthe 
ailantbus tree is of ro earthly benefit, except 
to create an odor which 1s not at ali welcome, 
and which attacks nervous asthmatic persons 
with peculiar severity. The second is, that 
it 1s impossible to raise or cultivate the silk- 
Worm wiih any degree of success in this lati- 
tude. The trueor mulberry silkworm can 
not be successfully raised in the Northern or 
Kastern Staies, although it can be cultivated 
with admirable results in Caiifornisa and in 
several of the Southern States. But, ifthe 
true silkwoim can not be _ cultivated, 
another very valuable silkworm can be 
reared with facility. The latter worm 
feeds only on the leaves of the ailanthus 
tree, and has been cultivated with such 
success in Brooklyn as to suggest a new local 
industry, which will give employment to 
many persons, and lay the foundation of a 
great fortune for some far-seeing and saga- 
cious capitalist. The mulberry silkworm 
needs a warm climate for its proper develop- 
ment, and therefore in Maryland, parts of 
Virginia, California and probably Georgia and 
Florida, itcan be raised to advantage. In 
California it has been successfully cultivated 
for many years. M. Trevost, a French gen- 
tleman, wbo recently died, had an extensive 
cocoonery in that State, where he raised large 
quantities of silk. One great drawback here 
to the manufacture of silk or tbe raising of 
the silkworm is that there is no reeling estab- 
lishment or place where they manufacture 
siik from the cocoon. If this difficulty could 
be obviated, silk could be raised in tuis city 
in great quentities. In fact, its production 
in this aud various parts of .the United 
States would exceed tnat of the great si'k- 
producing empire—China. If a method to 
ree] tie si'k on an endless thread, as in th2 
case of the silkworm, could be devised, 
the cultivation couid be carried on with great 
sdvantage. Hereisahint for the inventor 
towork out, and which, if successfully de- 
veloped, would repay him well for his labor. 
The cocoon ia the silk receptacle which the 
caterpillar weaves or spins around him. Itis 
of an oblong or oval shape, the size of a small 
pigeon’s egg. Thecaterpillar spins or casts 
its skin four times from thetime it hatches, 
at a period of from five to eight days between 
exch period of moulting. It begins to spin its 
cococh from twenty-four to thirty davs 
from the time of hatching. The 
moth or chrysalis makes its appearance with- 
in eight ortends:yvs after the eocoons have 
been spun. Itis necessary where the sWk 
is cultivated as an urticle of commerce, in or- 
der to obtain it, toexpose the cocoon to a 
cegree of heat which kiils the chrysalis. As 
itis, even now, the cocoons of the ailanthus 
silkworm can be combed and spun into a 
thread or yarn, which forms a very beau: 
tiful and useful fabric, not quiteso glossy or 
briliiant as the true silk, but extremely dur- 
able. This product makes a cioth that in 
its texture resembles u combioation of wool 
and silk, and will wash like a piece of cloth 
without shrinking. ‘Numberless attemots 
have been made toraise this worm in Eag- 
land or France, but they have proved futile 
in desirable results in consequence of the 
unsuccessful cultivation of the ailanthus 
tree, which will not flourish in either 
country.

Safety of Railway Travel. 
(From the New York Sun. 


The lines of railways in the five divisions 
of the earth cost, in round numbers, $16,000,- 
000, and would, according to Baron Kolb, 
reach eight times round the globe, although 
it is but little over half a century since the 


first railway worked by steam was opened be-* 


tween Darlington and Stockton, September 
27, 1825, and between Manchester and Liver- 
povul, September 15,1830. It isshown that in 
France, previons to the existence of railways, 
there was one passenger in every 335, 
killed, and one out of every 30,000 wounded, 
whereas between 1835 and 1875 there was but 
one in every 5,178,890 killed, and one in 580,- 
450 wounded, sothat we maviafer that tie 
tendency to accidents is yearty diminishing. 
Railway traveling in England is attended 
with greater risk than in avy other countey ina 
Europe. A’French statistician observes that 
if a person were to live continually in a rail- 
Way carriage and spend all his time in rail- 
way traveling, the chances in favor of his d;- 
ing from a railway accident would not occur 
till he was 960 years old.

To the other 1mportant properties of wool, 
which are suflicient proof of its suitability for 
clothing, anew one has been added by Pro. 
fessor Jaeger’ s latest investigations, which 
we wi'l only mention briefly, asan explicit 
description would occupy too much space, 
Jaeger has proved that ip our Organism there 
are certain gaseous volatile substances, called 
by him ‘*Duftstoffe’’? (odorous substances), 
which play a very important part, as yet un- 
divized. He endeavors to show that the ac. 
tions of our mind are meditated by tuese sub- 
stances and that they arecontinually rendered 
free in the acts of breathing and perspiring, 
He discerns two different groups of odorous 
substances—‘‘Lust and Unilust Stolfe’’ (sub. 
stances of pleasure and disliking). The first 
ones are exhaled during a joyful and agreea.- 
ble state ‘of mind, and produce this state of 
mind if inhaled. Just the reverse is true of 
the second ones. Whoever will take the paing 
can discover for himself that the evaporation 


differs according to the condition of the mind - 


as well as the condition of the body. During 
joy and happiness the odor of perspiration is 
not disagreeabie, while during anguish and 
great nervous excitement it is offen-ive. The 
substances of disliking have, therefore, a bad 
odor. In an atmospnere of these substances 
the vitality is lowered and disadvantaceously 
isSatneed. This accounts for the fact that 
inastate of anguish and fear the body 1s 
more susceptible to contagious diseases. [he 
inhaling of t ‘‘substance of pleasure’’ 
heightens the vital actions and improves the 
resistibility of the body against sickness. 
Jaeger has now discovered that ‘sheep’; woo!”? 
attracts the ‘*substanpces of pleasure’ (this 
property must not be confused with the great 
capacity ef wool for absorbingfodors in gen- 
eral), while clothing made of plant fibre fay- 
ors the accumulation of the offensive **sub- 
stances of dislike,’’ with all their evil conse- 
quences. Even with healthy persons, cotton 
and linen clothing, after long wearing, takes 
a distiuctively repulsive odor, while woolen 
clothing, even in summer, when evaporation 
is stroug, takes only the sour smell of per- 
tpiration, end rever accumulates other offen- 
sive smelis. ‘ihis seemingly unimportant 
fact, the weniioun of which may be ridiculed 
by man, is, nevertheless, of the greatest val- 
ue to medical sce:ence, and has proved of the 
highest imporisace for the ‘‘resisiibility of 
the human body against contagious disease.” 


Veteran Clergzgymen. 
From a New York Letter. 


The most promiment retired clergymaa in 
this city at present is the senior Tyny, whois 
now in his eighty-first vear. It is fifty-nine 
years since he entered the ministry, in which 
for half a century he was 
so eminently successful. His style of 
oratory was bold and trencbant in the 
pulpit, but when he appeared on tbe platform 
he oceasiunally gave scope to his powers of 
sarcasm, Which were of the most pungent 
character. He has been in the service of St. 
George’s Chureh for thirty-five years, and is 
now retired on a pension of $5,000 a year. 
His thrée sons entered the ministry, but the 
oldest and most gifted was early removed by 
death, inthe miust of avery useful career. 
Two others are still in the work. 
of these, who bears the father’s name, is rec- 
tor of the Church of Holy Trinity, and has 
reached marked distinction as a useful and 
devoted man. He has, as has been above re- 
marked, just returred from Europe, a tour 
readered necessarv by failing healtn. Dix, 
the rector of Trinity, is fifty-three. He is the 
best paid among the city clergy, having an 
elegant house and $1,000 amonth for a very 
lightdegreeof service. Bishop Potter, who 
is at ibe head of the New York (Episcopa!) 
Diocese, is now seventy-eight, and is still in 
the exercise of bis official duties. He has 
been fifty-three years in tke ministry, and 
more than a quarter century in his present 
office.
